Schoeu was employed to plan and 


build u, magnificent restaurant and con- 
cert hall near the kaiser's palace at 
PotBdam. Without intending disrespect, 
ho drew plans which provided for a 
building one story higher than the em- 
perors. When the building authorities 
learned of this, they stopped the work 
on Schceu's building, telling him he 
was beside himself with, impudence to 
dream of putting op a stxac;ture that 
should overtop the palace. 


That day, while at dinner in a restau- 


rant, Schoen aired his injured feelings, 
bluntly declaring the conduct of the au- 
thorities was infamous. The next duy 
he was summoned before, the lieutenant 
of police of that district, who told him 
that his remark ia the restaurant had 
been overheard and that he stood guilty 
of having insulted bis emperor, the pen- 
alty for which was imprisonment and 
possibly worse. 


Schoea was frightened and asked tho 


lieutenant what he should do. The lat- 
ter assured him his safest course would 
be to fly to a foreign country. So Schoen, 
leaving his wife and family, took ship 
at Antwerp and sailed for New York. 
He believes he would have been ruinod 
and his property confiscated had he re- 
mained in Berlin.

township, at all intersections of the 
pubiic ways of the township which 
lead to any citr, town or village, de- 
pot, or other important place or road, 
a post and guide boards, displaying 
in leg! Die letters the name, and indi- 
cating the distance and direction to 
all said places to which each of said 
road leads.'' 


"Upon presentation to one of the 


trustees of a petition signed by ten 
freeholders, electors of the township, 
asking Tor the erection of a post and 
guide boards at any designated Inter 
section of the public Highways of 
such township, and naming the In- 
scription desired thereon, the trus- 
tees shall forthwith cause the same to 
ba erected, and falling or neglecting 
to do so for the period of sixty days, 
the petitioner may cause the same 
to be erected and collect the cost 
thereof, cot exceeding five dollars for 
each pdst BO erected, from the town- 
ship trustees." 


DON'T VTANT THE EARTH

unload an armfull of petitions* upon 
the trustees of each township in Al 
leu county and require the erection 
of guide boards at each and every 
cross road in the county, because 
such an action would be unnecessary 
and unwarranted. There are only 
few important points where guide 
boards are really needed, ^nat have 
not already been supplied. Wheel 
men do not travel over poor road 
when good ones are available, and 
therefore only the bsst and most iai 
portant roads need guide boards s 
far as wheelman are concerned.

The Expense and Proflta of Trarel on 


English Railway Lines. 


How many people who tan el in trains 


ever think of the cost of running them? 
It will probably sarpriso most people 
who have traveled from London, to Ed- 
inburgh to know that every mile of the 
journey costs the railway company over 
half acrowu 
The cost of tho whole 


journey from tho English to. the Scotch 
capital is £50. 


The aveiago cost of rairainfr a train 


iu England is 2s. 7d. per uule, so that, 
tne fare being reckoned at Id. per imle, 
a train with less thau 31 passenger" for 
each mile is run .-.t a loss. There are 
few trains, however, that do uot tarry 
more than this mrmuer of passeugerix 
and many of them carry the number 
doubled many tini°s over. It is neces- 
sary frequently to run trams that do siofc 
pay—usually in thinly inhabited coun- 
try district?—but for e\ery train run at 
a loss probably 300 are ran at au eiior- 
moua proSt. 


Take, for instance, the journey from 


Lonrlca to Edinburgh, which costs tho 
railway company £<">0. 
The average 


number of "through" passengers in 
these trains is probably 60, m which 
case tho total faros would be nearly 
£100—a clew gain of nearly £50. When 
it is remembered that these truim mu 
several times a day, ami every day in 
the year, it will bo understood what MI 
enormous icveuno a single line yields iu 
the coar=e of 1 a months. Supposing the 
average number of passengers to be GO, 
the midnight train fiom London to Ed- 
inburgh yields over £20,000 for divi- 
dend in a year!

The crucial rest of the balance of a 


horn's walk is tht sidu view. Any van 
ation from proper structural jiioportions 
resells iu wabbling, hubbiiug or ati otli- 
cr\vise nm-veii walk. :iud all thesu ar« 
readily seen from th( side. The luvel- 
nesi with which a horse walks is one of 
the be.st evidences that I'IL- legs work in 
harmony. The most common deflucrion 
from this is attributable to a long, slim 
coupling which gives the onlooker the 
impression that the horse might break 
away into two parts ne;ir the region of 
the loin. In defective conformations of 
this kind the stride of the hind limbs is 
short, and he usually has an uneven, 
choppy gait that is unsightly as well as 
being inf-ffectaal iu coveting distances. 
On the other hand, an opposite relation 
of t he parts, close coupling and short 
back, with long legs, is likely to give 
rise to a, slovenly, -swinging gait, pro- 
ducing clicking, stumbling or other de- 
ficiencies. If there i» a flaw in the mech- 
anism of the front legs, it is usually 
made evident by the movement, of the 
front feet, esi>eoially as they fire about 
to timuii the ground. If the limb pro- 
portions are ungainly, the feet do not 
soeia to reach the ground at the proper 
stage, either turning too much ou the 
heel or not turning euouch, and precip- 
itating tbe toe. Let me say to the lover 
of beauty and gracefulness in motion 
that there is much to look for and ad- 
mire in the elastic, graceful and deter- 
mined step of the horse that walks with 
just enough dash and abandon to not 
lessen the surety of his footing and at 
the same time moke his movement a 
source of infinite variety.—Professor J. 
A. Craic in Horse.mau. 


Pig* by Hand. 


Vhen by reason of any misfortune the 


pigs cannot be fed in the u=ual manner 
hy tho sow, they may be reared by 
bund, without any difficulty farther 
than the necessary attention of giving 
them milk with a ?poon until they 
learn to drink. In tic cold season it is 
proper to take the pigs from the sow 
and put them in a basket wrapped in 
flannel near a warm fire, until the whole 
litter is born. They are then taken to 
the sow and held to the teats to get 
them to suck. 
If this caunot be done, 


they are to be fed with fresh cow's milk 
with a teaspoon until they aie two or 
thrco days old. when they may be fed 
by a, nursing bottle or t.mght to drink. 
Where pigs are kept 111 sufficient mini • 
bcrs it is desirable to have the JJ.T. 
•warjnt"l by a stove at. the furrowing 
time. This will pay. for it i« quite easy 
to get two liticrs in the year l>y having 
pips in the winter and again in the 
bummer, the lirsr litter being farted and 
sold in the early autumn or winter. 


Younjj pigs may be fed when ~2 wdl-s 


old, or even befcr" thin. The easiest 
way is to make mi opening m the pen 
or divide off a part of !t into which tho 
pigs can go, but not the sow, and give 
them a little fresh cow's milk in a shal- 
low pan, which they will soon learn to 
drink, or They may be bUd to the milk 
until they begin to driuk it. 
It is not 


advisable to give any solid food until 
they arc 4 week* old, when some oat- 
meal softened in boiling water may bo 
added to the milk. 
When they arc cat- 


ing \\ell, feed (hi* mixture along with 
skimmilk ar first sweet, but iu a time 
it may he us-<.>d soui—viz, one part of 
corn, rxitr and but k\\ heat each, finely 
ground. This may be fed four times u 
day in sncli quantities as will be eaten 
clean and the pais licked clean. 
Food 


should iio\er be grvon to a young pig in 
such quantity as io be left uneaten, as- 
the young animals will be mine easily 
and \\ot.-e stunted by overfeeding than 
br a little H>,UV feodiuji.—Montieal
